Koiir deaf-mutt's had a thrilling 
experience with the storm last week 
near F«n'pst View Park on the New 
Jersey short> Twotif them nearly 
lost their lives in the storm, and 
they will never forget their sad ex- 
porionco. The full details of their 
experionoe will bo fold in tho.Ioi'K- 
NAL I)}' a poi-son who was one of 
the parly caught in the storm. 
Had it not been for a fellow deaf 
from infancy, the merry party 
would have been di-owned. He 
labored hard against the storm and 
tide, and succeedod in saving the 
others from the hungry waves of 
the Hudson. 

Soon after tho oxoursioa boat 
"Valley Uirl," which was chartered 
for the day by the ITnioii League of 
Deaf-Miites, reached Forest View 
Park, the clouds Itegan to gather, 
and a storm was threatening. 

About 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
the party, which consisted of two 
girls, both graduates of the Fan- 
wood school, and two boys, one 
from Fanwood, got in a row boat, 
which was hired for the day, and 
rowed down the river, fullof enjoy- 
ment and happy dreams. Thej' ex- 
pected to have a good time, but 
were disappointed, and the ex- 
perience fhoy had will nov«>r be 
forgotten. After a few minutes' 
delightful sail in the boat, they 
wore whirled thn)U^h the deep sea 
of the old ami noble Hudson, so 
poetically called the " Hhine of 
America," passing the novel and 
beautiful summer bmdscape of both 
shores of the river. 

Their dreams of happiness were 
soon given up when the clouds be- 
gan lo gather, and the st<irin was 
exiwctod every nu^ment. The girls, 
of oonrse, were full of exciten eiit, 
and many "Ifs" were sn id while 
the male ^scx sat down at their 
posts and rowed with will. Hut

He was told two girls 
wore seen iiassing along toward 
another house. The writer ran 
aftoi them and found them shelter- 
ed in an old house. 

When it cleared up a little, one 
of the lioys was dispatche<l to the 
Park to inform the excursionists 
whei-e they were and to get help. 
Soon after one of ihe Fanwood 
cad«>t.s, who was on the excursion, 
came with an umbrella and es- 
corted them back to the Park. On 
the way the umbrella Viroke, and 
they had to st,»ind the rain as l)est 
as they could. At last, after slip- 
ping and walking over stones and 
sinking ankle deep in the swamp, 
sand and water, they got safely 
back and found the excursionists 
waiting for them. They rt^ached 
the boat just in time, as it sf^jirted 
a few a few minutes later.

Till* Minnesota Stat«> School for 
the Deaf is hx^ated at Faribault, 
M!n;iiisota, a beautiful little college 
iown about fifty-five miles .south of 
ihe Twin Cities. It is a free school 
*^o all doaf children of the State of 
Minnesota. No one is too poor lo 
be admitted to its halls. Every 
county in the State furnishes cloth- 
ing and transportation to its indi- 
gent deaf children, so that they 
may receive the ailvantages of an 
education. It is not an asylum, but 
a free laiarding school, as its name 
indicates. There has been educat- 
ed within its walls the rich, and 
poor alike. Some of MiMiiesota's 
nio.>st prominent and wealtldest citi- 
zons can give ihe highe^l testimo- 
nials as t^> the institution's worthi- 
ness to be c.illed 

A SEAT OF EDUCATION. 

They will not give testimonials 
from mere sentiment, but because 
of the fact that their own sons and 
daughtei-s have received the bless- 
ings Qf an education within it« 
walls. And the reliability of this 
school for educating its ileaf chil- 
dren goes without contradiction. 
Its graduate's have filled many re- 
sponsible positions in business offi- 
ces, they have also continued fur- 
ther their studies at Ihe National 
Deaf-Mufe College, now known hn 
(T»llauuetCollegeon Kendall (ii-een, 
located at Washington, D. C, and 
from that college have returne<l to 
tlie walks of life comiK'tent »o fill 
any office in the gift of our citizens. 

THE MINNESOTA BOYS 

have led their chuss at college, tak- 
ing first rank ahead of all other 
States of the Union. Their stand- 
ing and ability as scholars ranks 
with many other universiti{>*and 
seats of learning. It is but a few 
years recently tlial the Gallftudet 
College opened it« doors to the 
gentler sex, and now it has the 
hai»py distinction of being a college 
in favor of coeducation. 

The pioneer <lays of Minnesota 
school have passed. In the past 
the legislature has been most gen- 
erous to this schtwl and as a result 
the buildings adtHjuate to the pres- 
ent demands; but the industrial de- 
partment has been neglected to 
.some extent because of the laxity 
shown towards adding more trades 
lo the prt^sent number ali-eady 
taught. This does not indicate the 
inability of the pupils to learn a 
trade, but I rather think it due to 
inaltentimi of the management of 
pitn'ious years. 

Our recent legislature stimulated 
by the agitation made last winter, 
has made another start in the right 
direction. They have given $10, 000 
for 

A UIULS' INDUSTRIAL HALL. 

Here it is pro|M)sed to t<>ach them 
all the useful arta of living, house- 
keeping, etc. The boys are fairly 
piovided for, but improvement c«u 
be made in the line of shop work, 
niey nee*l at least a new building 
for several other trades which si>on- 
er or later must be added to their 
needs. 

There has during the past winter 
been a very spirits cont4>st in many 
of oui school papers, also in the 
local newspapers, pro and con, re- 
garding the schools for the deaf. 
One is known as the 

ORAL VERSUS THE COMBINED SYS- 
TEM. 

The combined system includes the 
oral, and sign language, but tho 
object of the combinecl .sjstem is to 
educate the child in the most rapid 
manner i>o8siblo, this »-an only !>« 
done through the agency of signs. 
The oral system is the reverse ; it 
aims to instruct through oral speech 
or lip-reading whioh can Ix^ seen 
at once — is a lo.ss of time and intel-' 
lectual progreas, at the expense of 
the child's l)est opportunities. 

The trades taught at this school 
are of the most substantial kind. 
This with the school room work 
has a permanent result for the 
pupils in after years. Their moral 
welfare is j«>alously guarded and 
from many of its graduates can be 
illiLstratoti the point* that go lo 
make up a useful life. Some COO 
pupils have graduaUni from this 
school and that their ambition, and

our menu, <lay after day, and the 
signal for that ord«!r is always a 
t^Hicli of the fingf>rs iu thft vieinily 
of the short ribs and the joining of 
the tips of the thumbs. 

"iiiit there is a portion of the 
bill of fare whi<!h is changed eaeh 
day. To-day the boiled dish in 
this part of the menu is frodh beef 



with horseradish sauce. To-mor- 
row the boil may be corned beef, 
but the sign will remain the same — 
the hands clasped in a devotional 
attitude. 

"The code is also subject to divi- 
sion along another liii(> — the signs 
which are really significant and 
those which are purely arbitrary. 
Holding the hand (extended with 
the fingers waving from side to side* 
like the motion of the tail tin of a 
fish is a picture which plainly says 
'fish.' But there is nothing in 
holding up the hand with Ihe 
thumb doubled in front of the 
palm which suggests, of itself, a 
small steak." 

"Yes," responded the Board of 
Trade man; "the waiter has tdiich- 
ed upon (hat pecniliarity of tli(* sys- 
tem. It is a very nov<d and in- 
terest,iiig thing, and I'd like to 
•study it a little mon-. Siiiifioseyou 
run your eye down this bill of fare 
and explain some of the most pic- 
turesque and unique* signals." 

" Wf^ry well," returned the man- 
ager, "here are some of the signs 
which generally attract pniticiilar 
notice : — German fries — two extend- 
ed fingers shoved in front of the 
lips; liver and bacon— the forefin- 
gers rubbed together and the right 
hand touched against the side*; dry 
toast — all the fingers stifTly extend- 
ed and interlocked; haniand eggs 
— the right palm slaiiped against 
the face* and then <*xtended in an 
open position; broiled ham— the 
fingers of one hand spread wide 
a[)art and laid over these of the 
other hand in tlu! form of a grid- 
iron; baked beans — optdi jmlni with 
the finger points slightly curled up- 
ward ; Hamburg steak- eio.sed li.st 
thrust forward; codfish balls— lists 
doubled and hesld one upon thi* 
other; corned beef hash— thumb 
and forefinger of each hand to- 
giither as if holding a piin-h <il .sali 
and shaking; a half-fry— arm out 
at full length and "the fingers 
spread; corn cakes — a ((iiick twirl 
of the "foiermger, followed by a 
downward motion. Is that sufll- 
cient ? 

"Of course tlu*re ,ue numerous 
qualifications to these signals. If 
a customer wishes his eggs turned 
over the hand is invert(*d; if he 
wishes bii(rkwli(*at,s the finger is 
poiiit(*d to one side. The food is 
brought from the kitchen to the 
eoiiiiter by runners, who are told 
by the girl who reads the signs to 
whi<!h waiter each order belongs. 

"Well," was the (iiial comment 
of the banker as he paid his che(*k, 
"this is certainly the ciueerest af- 
fair that has come to my at tent i(ui 
in many a long day."-^A'roTO the 
Uliifdijo J 'oaf.

cursion given by the (hwif. Verily, 
this is to their credit. Indeed, 
such occurrem'cs might not be men- 
tioned, but a newspaper is sui)pos- 
(fd to giv(* all the news that is fit to 
print. 

Many went around to the Hook, 
and there plunged into the surf, 
and those who f<dt the undertow 
now, have some rospeert for tin* 
mighty force of the ocean uv)on the 
sands.
